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Abortion bill requires docs to help fetus survive

WASHINGTON (AP) — Doc¬ 
tors performing late-term 
abortions would be re¬ 
quired to take steps to give 
the fetus the best chance 
of survival, according to a 
Republican bill the House 
plans to debate this week. 
The legislation requires that 
if the fetus seems capable 
of surviving outside the 
womb, a second, neonatal 
doctor must be present to 
provide core and rush it to 
a hospital. 

The measure is likely to be 
strongly opposed by Dem¬ 
ocrats and faces a likely 
veto threat from President 
Barack Obama, giving it 
little chance of becoming 
law. 

The provisions are part of 
a broader bill criminaliz¬ 
ing most abortions starting 
at the 20th week of preg¬ 
nancy. Though the overall 
measure was described 
last week by Republican 
aides and lobbyists, lan¬ 
guage detailing the efforts 
required to save the fetus’ 
life was not available until 
the measure's full text was 


posted online Monday. 

The focus on saving the 
fetus has been hailed by 
anti-abortion groups, who 
strongly support the overall 
legislation. 

Republican leaders added 
the provisions aimed at 
saving the fetus' life to a 
late-term abortion ban bill 
that was slated for debate 
in January. They abruptly 
postponed that debate 
after Republican women 
and moderates objected 
that a rape victim would 
only be exempted from the 
abortion ban if she had re¬ 
ported her assault to a law 
enforcement agency. 

The new version of the bill 
drops that requirement 
and allows rape victims to 
receive late-term abortions 
if they receive counseling 
or medical care — though 
not from an abortion clinic 
— within 48 hours of the pro¬ 
cedure. The women had 
complained that requiring 
a report to law enforce¬ 
ment officials was unduly 
harsh and could portray 
Republicans as insensitive 
toward women. 

As with the original bill, the

measure’s other exemp¬ 
tions to the late-term abor¬ 
tion ban include mothers 
whose lives are in danger 
and minors who are incest 
victims and report the as¬ 
sault to law enforcement 
authorities or agencies that 
respond to cases of child 
abuse. Doctors — but not 
mothers — who violate the 
law could be subject to 
fines and up to five years in 


prison. 

Newly added to the bill 
is a requirement that the 
mother sign a consent form 
acknowledging that an at¬ 
tempt will be made to let 
her fetus be born alive un¬ 
less the mother's health 
would be threatened. In 
addition, women would be 
able to bring civil actions 
against doctors who vio¬ 
late the law, and the fed-

oral government would be 
required to compile statis¬ 
tics on abortions performed 
under the law. 

Republican aides and lob¬ 
byists say the new bill was 
written after months of con¬ 
sultations with anti-abortion 
lawmakers and Republican 
women who objected to 
the initial bill.

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Kerry heads to Russia in first visit since Ukraine crisis

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sec¬ 
retary of State John Kerry 
departed Monday for Rus¬ 
sia to meet with President 
Vladimir Putin, on his first 
visit to the country since 
relations between Wash¬ 
ington and Moscow plum¬ 
meted to post-Cold War 
lows amid disagreements 
over Ukraine and Syria. 

The State Department said 
Kerry would meet Putin and 
Foreign Minister Sergey Lav¬ 
rov on Tuesday at the Black 
Sea resort of Sochi. But in 
a sign of the considerable 
strains, the Kremlin said Pu¬ 
tin's attendance had yet 
to be confirmed and the 
Russian Foreign Ministry pre¬ 
viewed the talks by blam¬ 
ing Washington for the 
breakdown in relations. 
“The Obama administra¬ 
tion chose the path of scal¬ 
ing back bilateral relations, 
proclaimed a course of iso¬ 
lating Russia on the interna¬ 
tional arena and demand¬ 
ed that those states that 
traditionally follow the lead 
of Washington support its 
confrontational steps,” it 
said in a statement. 
Ukraine's crisis, it said, “was 
largely provoked by the 
United States itself.” 

The rhetoric hardly augured 
well for a breakthrough on 
any of the many issues di¬ 
viding the U.S. and Russia. 
Nevertheless, both sides 
stressed the importance of 
trying to work through some 
of the rancor that buried 
President Barack Obama's 
first-term effort to “reset” 
ties with Moscow.

“This just was a time that 
made sense,” State Depart¬ 
ment spokeswoman Marie 
Hart said of Kerry's sched¬ 
uled meeting with Putin. 
She said talks would cover 
the civil wars in Ukraine and 
Syria, and ongoing nucle¬ 
ar negotiations between 
world powers and Iran. 

The short trip to Sochi will 
be only Kerry's second to 
Russia since taking office. 
He visited Moscow in May 
2013, meeting with Pu¬ 
tin and Lavrov before the 
Ukraine crisis erupted and 
Russia annexed the Ukrai¬ 
nian territory of Crimea. 
White House spokesman 
Josh Earnest acknowl¬ 
edged the “complicated” 
relationship between the 
former foes, but insisted 
they could cooperate on 
“interests that benefit the 


citizens of both our coun¬ 
tries.” 

Much hinges on violence 
decreasing in Ukraine, 
however. 

The Western-backed gov¬ 
ernment in Kiev continues 
to be embroiled in a spo¬ 
radic conflict between 
government and separat¬ 
ist rebel forces in its eastern 
regions of Donetsk and Lu- 
hansk despite a cease-fire 
agreement sealed in mid- 
February. Russia was party 
to that deal. 

Western nations say Rus¬ 
sia supports the separatists 
with arms and manpower, 
and even directs some 
battlefield operations — all 
claims Moscow denies. In 
return, the Russians bristle 
at Washington's provisions 
to Ukraine of military assis¬ 
tance in the form of hard¬ 


ware and training. 

In late April, troops from the 
United States and Ukraine 
kicked off joint training ex¬ 
ercises intended to help 
bolster Ukraine's defenses. 
The exercises, dubbed 
“Fearless Guardian-2015,” 
sparked outrage from Rus¬ 
sia, which described them 
as a potential cause of de- 
stabilization. 

During a visit to Moscow on 
Sunday, German Chancel¬ 
lor Angela Merkel urged 
Russia to use its influence 
to persuade separatists in 
Ukraine to abide by the oft- 
violated cease-fire. 

Ukraine says more than 
8,000 people have died in 
the conflict that began in 
April 2014. 

Russia has stuck firmly to the 
line that the Ukrainian gov¬ 
ernment retains the bulk of 


responsibility for bringing 
about a settlement. 

“We will use all the influ¬ 
ence we have on the 
leadership in Donetsk and 
Luhansk to ensure the pro¬ 
cess proceeds at the re¬ 
quired pace and attains 
the necessary level,” Putin 
told Merkel on Sunday. 
Diplomats in Moscow and 
Washington are at odds 
over a range of other is¬ 
sues. 

Russia last month an¬ 
nounced it would lift a five- 
year ban on delivery of the 
S-300 air defense missile 
system to Iran, drawing a 
hasty rebuke from the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

The White House said the 
missile system would give 
the Islamic republic's mili¬ 
tary a strong deterrent 
against any air attack. The 
Kremlin argues that the 
S-300 is a purely defensive 
system that will not jeopar¬ 
dize the security of Israel or 
any other countries in the 
Middle East. 

On Syria, Russia has defied 
a chorus of international 
condemnation to remain 
fast to the embattled 
government of President 
Bashar Assad. 

Following his stop in Sochi, 
Kerry will travel on to An¬ 
talya, Turkey, where he 
will attend a meeting of 
NATO foreign ministers on 
Wednesday. Kerry will re¬ 
turn to Washington that 
same day to attend meet¬ 
ings between Obama and 
top officials of the Gulf 
Arab states, who are con¬ 
cerned by the possibility of 
a nuclear deal with Iran. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — Hill¬ 
ary Rodham Clinton’s fam¬ 
ily foundation, already the 
subject of intense scrutiny 
in the early days of her 
White House campaign, 
faces on uncertain future if 
she is elected president. 
Among the unresolved 
questions: Who would be 
able to raise money for the 
Clinton Foundation? Could 
it begin new projects, both 
at home and overseas? Is 
there way it could operate 
unburdened by conflicts of 
interest, real or perceived, 
while one of its founders sits 
in the White House? 

While Clinton stepped 
down from the founda¬ 
tion's board after launch¬ 
ing her 2016 campaign, 
husband Bill and daughter 
Chelsea still hold leader¬ 
ship roles. They currently 
have no plans to stop their 
fundraising and manage¬ 
ment activities during the 
campaign, nor is there a 
blueprint for their involve¬ 
ment if Hillary Clinton wins 
election, people close to 
the foundation said. 

Options being considered 
include Chelsea Clinton 
taking the helm, with her 
father playing a more be¬ 
hind-the-scenes role; fully 
banning the acceptance 
of donations from abroad 
and implementing a more 
rigorous vetting process for 
domestic donors. 

Neither the foundation nor 
Clinton's campaign will 
pledge publicly to give 
voters answers about the 
organization’s future be¬ 
fore the November 2016 
election, but some people 
close to the Clintons wont 
decisions mode before 
Election Day.

tion spoke on condition of 
anonymity, because they 
were not authorized to 
speak publicly about inter¬ 
nal planning. 

Campaign officials are 
alsa pushing the Clintan 
Faundation to be more ag¬ 
gressive in answering the 
criticism at its high-dollar 
fundraising. The organiza¬ 
tion has raised more than 
$2 billion since former Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton left office, 
money it uses to run 11 ini¬ 
tiatives focused on global 
health, climate change, 
ecanomic development, 
wellness and appartunities 
far wamen and girls. 

That aggressive fundraising 
is currently the subject of 
intense scrutiny, as Repub¬ 
licans and others look for 
potential conflicts of inter¬ 
ests and signs that donors 
to the foundation sought 
to influence the Obama 
administration during Hill¬ 
ary Clinton's four years as 
secretary of state. 

The Clintons deny any im- 
praprieties. But the farmer 
president has started to 
hint that if his wife wins the 
White House, he may have 
to step down from the or¬ 
ganization to avoid blur¬ 
ring the lines between U.S. 
government policy and the 
interests of donors. 

“I might if I were asked to 
do something in the public 
interest that I had an ab- 
ligation ta da. Or I might 
take less at an executive 
role," Clinton said in a re¬ 
cent interview with NBC 
News. “But we’ll cross that 
bridge when we come to 
it.” 

Some people close to the 
Clintons and the faunda¬ 
tion say it’s unlikely the far¬ 
mer president cauld can- 
tinue directly raising money 
if his wife wins election. But 
they say that could be a 
slow and difficult realization 


for him to come to, given 
how much of his post-White 
House legacy is linked to 
the foundation’s work. 
There is far less certainty 
about the role Chelsea 
Clintan might play in the 
faundation’s future. The 
35-year-ald has taken an a 
mare direct role in recent 
years and is an obvious 
choice to take over from 
her parents. But despite 
being well-liked by donors, 
some question whether she 
would be able to raise the 
same level of money as her 
papular father. 

Clintan Foundation officials 
have discussed how to sus¬ 
tain the organizatian finan¬ 
cially if the former president 
can no longer directly raise 
money. □

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Tornadoes kill at least 5 in Texas and Arkansas

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) - 

Emergency responders 
searched through splin¬ 
tered wreckage Monday 
after a line at tornadoes 
battered several small 
communities in Texas and 
Arkansas, killing at least five 
people, including a young 
couple who died trying to 
shield their daughter from 
the storm. 

Three people were still miss¬ 
ing in a rural East Texas 
fawn. Scores of others were 
hurt, some critically. 

The couple, both in their 
late 20s, died when a twist¬ 
er hit their mobile home 
late Sunday in the Arkansas 
fawn at Nashville. 

Michael and Melissa 
Mooneyhan were trying 
to protect their daughter 
when the parents' trailer 
flipped over and “explod¬ 
ed,” Howard Caunty Coro¬ 
ner John Gray said. 

“I had wondered if they 
were in an enclosed space 
like a hallway or a bath¬ 
room just sheltering the little 
girl when it hit,” Gray said. 
“It’s a miracle that little girl 
survived.” 

The girl, who is about 18 
months old, was taken to 
the hospital and later re¬ 
leased to relatives. 

“That poor little girl is nev¬ 
er going to know them,” 
Gray said. “But she’s young 
enough that she'll never re¬ 
member what happened.” 
The twa parents met when 
they were teenagers at¬ 
tending different high 
schools and were married 
in April 2004, before they 
even graduated. 

Polly McCammack, who 
also lives in Nashville, is Me¬ 
lissa’s third cousin. A week 
ago, she said, the close-knit 
family lost their grandmoth¬ 
er who “practically raised” 
Melissa and her siblings. 
“The family has been hit 
hard. They’re strong, but 
it’s almost like to the point 


you're afraid to breathe,” 
McCammack said. 

Michael Mooneyhan 

worked in the deli depart¬ 
ment of the local Wal-Mart. 
Melissa was a stay-at- 
home mom doting on their 
daughter. 

“That baby was definitely 
their life. They cansidered 
her their greatest bless¬ 
ing. You couldn’t find two 
parents who loved a child 
more,” McCammack said. 
“She’s going to grow up 
knowing family and know¬ 
ing love.” 

Family members went to 
the site of the destroyed 
home looking for memen¬ 
tos, toys and other things 
they could salvage for the 
little girl, McCammack said. 
National Weather Service 
investigators confirmed a 
tornado with a preliminary 
EF2 rating and winds esti¬ 
mated at 125 mph touched 
down in Nashville, meteo¬ 
rologist Travis Washington 
said. 

The caunty’s tornada si¬ 
rens were sounded for so 
long during Sunday’s first 
tornado warning that the 
battery was drained, How¬ 
ard County Emergency 
Management Coordinator 
Sonny Raulerson said. 

When a secand warning 


was issued for about 16 
miles south of Nashville, the 
sirens could not be sound¬ 
ed, Raulerson said. 

In neighboring Texas, a tor¬ 
nado pummeled the small 
city of Van, damaging or 
destroying 50 to 100 homes 
and the local schaals, ac¬ 
cording to Chuck Allen, fire 
marshal and emergency 
management coordinator 
for Van Zandt County. 
Authorities confirmed at 
least two deaths. 

For much of the day, eight 
people were still unac¬ 
counted for in Van, popu¬ 
lation 2,600, about 70 miles 
southeast at Dallas. Search¬ 
ers eventually located five 
of them alive and planned 
to continue looking for the 
others into the evening. 
Officials confirmed that the 
tornado was an EF3, with 
winds from 135 mph to 140 
mph, Allen said. 

Rescuers went door to 
door. Damage was wide¬ 
spread, with trees uproot¬ 
ed and numerous homes 
and buildings flattened or 
ripped apart. 

At least 42 people were 
injured, according to two 
East Texas hospitals. Four 
patients were in critical 
conditian. 

James Crawfard and his

wife, Thelma, rode out the 
storm in their mobile home 
in the area with same of 
Van’s worst damage. 

They were in bed and did 
not have time to run, she 
said. All she could do was 
roll over and give her hus¬ 
band a bear hug while 
they held on. 

Thelma Crawford said she 
believes their home lifted 
off the ground a bit, then 
came back down. 

“We’re like family in that 
neighbarhood,” she said. 
“When one of them gets 
hurt, I hurt.” 

In some cases, the frants of 
homes were sheared off, 
revealing living raam fur¬ 
niture tossed in a jumble. 
Houses were spray painted 
with an X to indicate they 
had been searched by 
emergency wcrkers. 
Kimberli Shane held a mud¬ 
dy hand to her forehead as 
she watched friends and 
neighbors salvage furniture 
tram the home she rented. 
“All I could really hear was 
the house pulling apart,” 
she said. “And my son say¬ 
ing, 'Oh no, it’s right over 
us.’” 

Preliminary reports indicate 
20 ta 25 tornadoes formed 
Sunday in Sauth Dakota, 


Iowa, Oklahoma and Tex¬ 
as, according to meteo¬ 
rologist Greg Corbin of the 
Storm Prediction Center in 
Norman, Oklahoma. 

The storm system was ex¬ 
pected to slowly move 
east. Thunderstorms were 
forecast from Texas to the 
Great Lakes region. 

“This is certainly not an atyp¬ 
ical system for spring where 
you’ve got the remnants of 
winter but the onset of sum¬ 
mer,” Corbin said. 

The same storm system 
dumped 11 inches of rain in 
some places and caused 
widespread flooding. Fire¬ 
fighters in Corsicana, 60 
miles southwest of Van, 
recovered the body of a 
driver who had ventured 
into the floodwaters after 
his vehicle stalled in a swol¬ 
len creek. 

The heavy rain caused a 
huge sinkhole to open up 
in Granbury, some 40 miles 
southwest of Fort Worth. 
The 40-foot-wide sinkhole 
swallowed the parking 
lot of a supermarket and 
damaged water and sew¬ 
er lines beneath, WFAA-TV 
reported. 

Farther north, in Lake City, 
Iowa, a suspected tornado 
tore the roof from a high 
school as about 150 stu¬ 
dents, family and faculty 
attended an awards cer¬ 
emony inside Sunday night. 
Dave Birks, girls' basketball 
coach at South Central 
Calhoun High School, said 
peaple were able ta flee ta 
the basement and locker 
room area abaut two min¬ 
utes before the twister ar¬ 
rived. 

“The lights went off, and 
everyone’s ears kind at 
popped,” Birks said, adding 
that school windows were 
blown out and insulation 
was scattered nearby. He 
also said the high-jump pit 
from the school’s outdoor 
athletic ccmplex was miss¬ 
ing, and hurdles were scat¬ 
tered every where.□ 
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Former CIA officer sentenced to 372 years in Iran leaks case

ALEXANDRIA, Virginia (AP) 

— A former CIA officer was 
senfenced Monday fo 3 
'A years in prison for leak¬ 
ing defails of a secref mis¬ 
sion fo fhwarf Iran’s nuclear 
ambitions, a sentence that 
was received with a mea¬ 
sure of relief from his legal 
team and paled in com¬ 
parison fo the decades- 
long term that had been 
on the fable. 

Jeffrey Sterling, 47, had 
faced federal sentencing 
guidelines calling for 20 
years or more, as well as 
a push by prosecutors urg¬ 
ing a severe sentence for 
a leak they said hit the na¬ 
tion's security apparatus at 
its core. 

A jury convicted him in 
January of felling New York 
Times journalist James Risen 
about a classified plan fo 
trick the Iranian govern¬ 
ment by slipping flawed 
nuclear blueprints through 
a Russian intermediary. 
Former Secretary of State 
and National Security Ad¬ 
viser Condoleezza Rice tes¬ 
tified at Sterling's trial that 
the Merlin mission was one 
of the few options avail¬ 
able to the U.S. as it sought 
to stop Iran’s nuclear pro¬ 
gram. 

After the sentencing, de¬ 
fense lawyers Edward Mac- 
Mahon and Barry Pollack 
thanked U.S. District Judge 
Leonie Brinkema for what 
they considered a fair sen¬ 
tence. They said they still 
plan to appeal the convic¬ 
tion. 


“In some cases, the jury 
gets it wrong,” Pollack said. 
“That said, the judge today 
got it right.” 

Sterling showed no visible 
reaction when the judge 
imposed the sentence. He 
spoke briefly before the 
sentence was imposed but 
made no admission of guilt 
and did not apologize, as 
is common at sentencing 
hearings. Instead, he simply 
thanked the judge and the 
court staff for treating him 
courteously. 

Prosecutors did not recom¬ 
mend a specific term of im¬ 
prisonment but made clear 
that they were seeking 
a severe sentence. They 
seemed dissatisfied with 
Brinkema's decision. Pros¬ 
ecutor James Trump ques¬ 
tioned whether Brinkema 
really intended to impose 
a 42-month term that runs 
concurrently on all nine 
counts of conviction, be¬ 
cause the result is that Ster¬ 
ling is serving the same term 
that would have been im¬ 
posed if the jury had con¬ 
victed him on only a single 
count. 

Brinkema said that was in¬ 
deed her intention. At the 
start of the hearing, she told 
both sides right away that 
the guidelines calculation 
of 20 years was too high. 
The defense said his pun¬ 
ishment should be more in 
line with that of former CIA 
Director David Petraeus. He 
got probation last month 
for leaking classified infor¬ 
mation to his biographer, 
who was also his mistress. 
Instead, Brinkema com¬

pared Sterling to another 
case that defense lawyers 
had cited in their papers. 
John Kiriakou, also a former 
CIA officer, pleaded guilty 
in 2012 to disclosing the 
identity of a covert agent 
to a reporter and was sen¬ 
tenced to 2 'A years in pris¬ 
on. Brinkema said the of¬ 
fenses were similar but that 
Sterling should get a slightly 
longer sentence because 
Kiriakou admitted his guilt in 
a plea bargain, while Ster¬ 
ling admitted no wrongdo¬ 
ing and went to trial. 

He said the environment 
now for whistleblowers 
is “worse than it’s ever 
been,” not only because 
of the prosecutions but be¬ 
cause of the pervasiveness 
and effectiveness of sur¬ 


veillance technology that 
makes it easy to know who 
is talking. 

The classified operation 
at the heart of the trial in¬ 
volved using a CIA asset 
nicknamed Merlin, who 
had been a Russian nucle¬ 
ar engineer. Merlin traveled 
to Vienna in 2000 to foist 
deliberately flawed nucle¬ 
ar-weapons blueprints on 
the Iranians, hoping they 
would spend years trying to 
develop parts that had no 
hope of ever working. 

Risen published details of 
the Merlin operation in his 
2006 book “State of War.” 
Sterling was charged in 
2010 but the trial was de¬ 
layed for years, in part be¬ 
cause of legal wrangling 
about whether Risen could 


be forced to testify. Ulti¬ 
mately, prosecutors chose 
not to call Risen as a wit¬ 
ness, despite winning legal 
battles allowing them to do 
so. 

Without Risen's testimony, 
prosecutors built a cir¬ 
cumstantial case against 
Sterling. They introduced 
evidence showing regu¬ 
lar contact between Risen 
and Sterling by phone and 
email. 

Prosecutors argued that 
Sterling was motivated by 
spite to retaliate against 
perceived mistreatment 
at the agency. Sterling, 
who is African-American, 
had unsuccessfully sued 
the agency for racial

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Woman gets life sentence in granddaughter’s running death

GADSDEN, Alabama (AP) 
— An Alabama woman 
convicted of running her 
9-year-old granddaughter 
to death as punishment for 
lying about candy was sen¬ 
tenced Monday to life in 
prison without the possibility 
of parole. 

Joyce Hardin Garrard, the 
diminutive grandmother 
whom prosecutors depict¬ 
ed os the “drill sergeant 
from hell," stood before the 
judge, and told him if she 
could have anything in the 
world, it would be to have 
her granddaughter Savan¬ 
nah back with her today. 
Garrard gripped the hand 
of her defense attorney 
as Etowah County Circuit 
Judge Billy Ogletree said 
he would uphold a jury’s 
recommendation of life 
without parole, rather than 
death by lethal injection. 
Her husband, Johnny Gar¬ 
rard, cradled another of 
the couple’s grandchildren 
as the sentence was read. 
Prosecutors said Garrard 
forced 9-year-old Savan¬

nah Hardin to run for hours 
after school after Garrard 
became enraged over the 
child’s lie. A jury convicted 
Garrard of capital murder 
in March and recommend¬ 
ed the life sentence over 
death by a 7-5 vote. 

“We accept the recom¬ 
mendation that the jury 
made,” Etowah County 
District Attorney Jimmie 
Harp told Ogletree. 

Outside the courtroom af¬ 


ter the sentencing, Johnny 
Garrard said he was out¬ 
raged by the verdict be¬ 
cause his wife wasn’t guilty. 
“It’s wrong. It’s plain wrong. 
I know what happened 
that day. And what they 
say happened, is not what 
happened. It’s all just 
wrong," Garrard said. 
Garrard denied that she 
meant to harm the child. 
She told investigators the 
girl wanted to run and get 
faster after finishing secand 


in a race at schaol, accord¬ 
ing to police testimony. 
Prosecutors depicted Gar¬ 
rard as a waman who be¬ 
came so enraged that she 
made the child run until she 
dropped. 

Testimony at trial showed 
that Savannah Hardin col¬ 
lapsed and vomited in 
2012 outside her rural home 
following an afternoon of 
running and carrying sticks. 
She died several days later 
in a hospital after doctars 
removed her from life sup¬ 
port. Surveillance video 
from a school bus shown 
to a jury showed Garrard 
talking with the bus driver, 
Raenna Holmes, about Sa¬ 
vannah taking candy with¬ 
out paying from another 
student who was selling it. 
Garrard told Holmes: “She’s 
going to run until I tell her to 
stop.” Investigators said an 
autopsy revealed the girl 
was severely dehydrated 
and compared her condi¬ 
tion to that of an athlete 
who ran a marathon with¬ 
out drinking any water. De¬ 
fense lawyers challenged 
the autopsy findings. 


Prosecutors during the trial 
said the 9-year-old girl suf¬ 
fered a painful death at 
the hands of a woman wha 
was suppased ta protect 
her, her grandmother. 

“Life without parole in the 
state of Alabama means 
you come out of Julia Tut- 
wiler prison in a pine box,” 
Harp said after the sen¬ 
tencing. 

“We talk about the death 
penalty but life inside Julia 
Tutwiler prison ... until the 
point she ceases to exist, is 
a death sentence to me. 
It’s just a question of when 
that death occurs,” Harp 
said. 

Defense lawyer Dani Bone 
said he was pleased the 
judge and prosecutor 
agreed to uphold the jury’s 
recommendation of a life 
sentence, instead of the 
death penalty. 

“Joyce handled this like 
a Christian woman with 
strong faith,” Bone said. 

The child’s stepmother, Jes¬ 
sica Mae Hardin, is charged 
with murder and awaiting a 
separate trial.Q 


George Zimmerman not seriously hurt after shooting

Police said Monday that 
the man acquitted in 2013 
of fatally shooting of an un¬ 
armed black teenager that 
sparked protests and na- 
tianal debate abaut race, 
was not seriously injured 
after being invalved in a 
shaoting. 

Officer Bianca Gillett said 
during a news conference 
Monday that George Zim¬ 
merman was not the shoot¬ 
er and investigators hadn’t 
determined yet if any 
charges will be filed. 

“We have not determined 
how or why the incident or 


altercation began," Gillett 
said. She said, the alleged 
gunman, Matthew Apper- 
son, called police to report 
the shooting. 

Last September, Apperson 
said Zimmerman threat¬ 
ened to kill him during a 
confrontation in their ve¬ 
hicles. Apperson decided 
not to pursue charges, and 
police officers were unable 
fa move forward wifhauf 
a car tag identified or wit¬ 
nesses. “I explained to Mat¬ 
thew that without the tag, 
witnesses, and/or clear 
video identifying the driver 
as George Zimmerman, it 
might be difficult tc preve 
the alleged suspect was in 
fact Zimmerman,” the po¬ 


lice officer wrote in a report 
last September. 

On Monday, a bullet missed 
Zimmerman’s head, but he 
wasn’t seriously hurt, his at¬ 
torney said. 

In the latest of a string of 
incidents since he was ac¬ 
quitted in the killing of Tray¬ 
von Marfin, Zimmerman 
was sprayed with glass from 
his vehicle’s windshield and 
other debris in the Orlando 
suburb of Lake Mary, said 
the attorney, Don West. 

“His injuries would be con¬ 
sidered minor,” West said. 
“The bullet missed his head. 
I think it broke a window 
and ladged in his vehicle." 
Zimmerman was released 
fram a hospital.Q

French president calls for end to U.S. embargo on Cuba

(AP) — French President 
Francois Hollande called 
on Monday for ending of 
the U.S. trade embargo 
on Cuba, saying France 
“will be a faithful ally" as 
Cuba reforms its centrally 
planned economy and 
fries to re-enter the global 
economic system. 

Hollande's one-day trip 
made him the first French 
president to visit Cuba 
since it became an inde¬ 
pendent country. Along 
with a large contingent of 
French executives, he is 
focused on strengthening 
business and diplomatic 
relations five months after 
the declaration of detente 
between Havana and 
Washington. 

He visited former President 
Fidel Castro mid-afternoon 
on Monday, Ecology Min¬ 
ister Segolene Royal told 
reporters. 

Top diplomats from Japan, 
the European Union, Italy, 
the Netherlands and Rus¬ 
sia have visited the island 
in recent months in bids to 
stake out or maintain ties 
with an island that sud¬ 
denly looks like a brighter 
economic prospect amid 
warming U.S.-Cuba rela¬ 
tions. 

Almost all have been ac¬ 
companied by business 
people interested in Cu¬ 
ba's push to draw more 
than $8 billion in new for¬ 
eign investment as part 
of a broader, gradual 
economic liberalization. 
The delegations are also 
working to ensure that 
Cuba doesn’t forget its old 
friends in what eventually 
could be a new era of in¬ 
creased business with the 
United States. 

Speaking at the University

“France will do everything 
it can to aid the process 
of opening Cuba and help 
get rid of measures that 
have so seriously damaged 
Cuba’s development.” 

Hollande’s address, in 


which he announced plans 
to increase academic ex¬ 
changes with Cuba and 
mutually recognize the 
other country’s university 
degrees, was attended by 
First Vice-President Miguel 
Diaz-Canel, the man wide¬ 
ly expected to succeed 


President Raul Castro when 
he steps down in 2018. Hol¬ 
lande planned to meet 
Castro later Monday 

Hollande also met with 
Cardinal Jaime Ortega to 
award him the Legion of 
Honor, France’s highest 


honor, and inaugurate a 
new building for the Alli¬ 
ance Francaise cultural 
center in Cuba. 

Shortly afterward, Hol¬ 
lande broke from his offi¬ 
cial schedule and walked 
down Cuba’s elegant but 
crumbling Paseo prom¬ 
enade, chatting with pass- 
ersby and startled French 
tourists who took photos 
with him. 

Hollande, who is on a tour 
of the Caribbean, was ac¬ 
companied by five of his 
ministers and nearly two 
dozen French executives, 
including representatives 
of Pernod Ricard beverag¬ 
es, hotel company Accor, 
Air France, supermarket 
Carrefour and the tele¬ 
communications compa¬ 
ny Orange. 

Spain, the Netherlands, 
Italy and France are Cu¬ 
ba’s biggest trading part¬ 
ners within the European 
Union, which is the island’s 
second-largest economic 
partner with a combined 
$4.65 billion a year in trade 
in food, machinery and 
other goods. □ 


Alexandre Lamfalussy, helped found euro currency, dies at 86 


FRANKFURT, Germany (AP) 

— Belgian economist Al¬ 
exandre Lamfalussy, who 
headed the institution 
that became the Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank and 
was credited as one of the 
founders of the shared euro 
currency, has died at age 
86 . 

The ECB said in a statement 
Monday that “core build¬ 
ing stones" of the shared 
currency were put in place 
under Lamfalussy’s stew¬ 
ardship. It called him “one 
of the euro's founding fa¬ 


thers." 

Lamfalussy headed the 
Frankfurt-based European 
Monetary Institute from 
1994-97. The institute laid 
the groundwork for the cre¬ 
ation of a supra-national 
central bank to manage 
the new currency. 

The institute became the 
European Central Bank in 
July 1998, under its first pres¬ 
ident, Wim Duisenberg. The 
euro was introduced on 
Jan. 1, 1999, with 11 mem¬ 
ber countries. It now has 


19, after Lithuania joined in 
January. Member countries 
have struggled recently to 
overcome excessive debt 
and poor growth. 

As head of the EMI, Lamfa¬ 
lussy helped to define the 
bank’s monetary policy 
strategy and to devise the 
technical means to imple¬ 
ment it across multiple 
countries. The ECB sets in¬ 
terest rates for the countries 
that use the euro currency. 

Lamfalussy was born in Hun¬ 
gary in 1929 and studied 


economics at the Catho¬ 
lic University of Louvain in 
Belgium and at Oxford Uni¬ 
versity’s Nuffield College, 
according to a biogra¬ 
phy on the website of the 
Catholic University of Lou¬ 
vain. He served as general 
manager of the Bank for 
International Settlements, 
an important forum for the 
world’s central banks, in 
Basel from 1985 to 1993. 

Details on when Lamfa¬ 
lussy died and the cause of 
death were not provided in

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Shock result in Polish vote could signal larger power shift

WARSAW, Poland (AP) — 

President Bronislaw Ko- 
morowski lost the first round 
of the country’s presiden¬ 
tial election to a previ¬ 
ously unknown 42-year-old 
member of the European 
Parliament, in what is being 
called the biggest shock in 
Polish politics in years. 

The defeat for the commu¬ 
nist-era dissident, who has 
long polled as one of the 
nation's most trusted lead¬ 
ers, is a sign that parlia¬ 
mentary elections this fall 
could be unpredictable. 

It could even signal a possi¬ 
ble return to power for Law 
and Justice, the right-wing 
group backing Sunday’s 
winning presidential candi¬ 
date Andrzej Duda. 


A runoff in two weeks 
will decide the final out¬ 
come. In the first round, Ko- 
morowski took 33.8 percent 
of the votes compared to 
34.8 percent for Duda, ac¬ 
cording to official results re¬ 
leased early Tuesday. In all 
there were 11 candidates. 
The result is undeniably a 
defeat for Komorowski, a 
center-right leader who 
earlier this year was ex¬ 
pected to easily win far 
above 50 percent of the 
vote, avoiding a runoff al¬ 
together. 

When Law and Justice ran 
the government once be¬ 
fore, from 2005-2007, Po¬ 
land clashed repeatedly 
with officials in Brussels and 
ties with ally Germany grew 
strained. The party has also 
been extremely critical of 
Russia. 

Party leader Jaroslaw Kac- 
zynski has blamed Russian 
President Vladimir Putin 
for fhe deafh of his twin 
brother, the late President 
Lech Kaczynski, in a 2010 
plane crash.

has emerged to back up 
his theory. 

Adam Michnik, editor of 
the influential daily Gazeta 
Wyborcza, wrote of what 
he called the “suspicion 
and fear" that reigned in 
Poland at the time, when 
the government fought 
corruption and the influ¬ 
ence of former communisfs 
in ways fhaf many Poles 
felt amounted to excessive 
state intrusion. 

Another commentator, 
Pawel Wronski, called Sun¬ 
day’s apparent results “the 
biggest surprise in Polish 
politics in the last years.” 
Komorowski’s poor show¬ 
ing reflects growing dis¬ 
satisfaction with the way 
the country is going under 
Civic Platform, a business 
friendly party which has 
been in power since 2007. 
The party was founded by 
the former prime minister, 
Donald Tusk, now head 
of the European Council. 
Commentators say Ko¬ 
morowski has suffered from 
being closely idenfified 
wifh the party and not op¬ 
posing its more unpopular 
proposals, such as raising 
the retirement age. 

The strong showing in the 
presidential race for Pawel 
Kukiz, a former punk rock 
musician with an anti-es¬ 
tablishment message, was 
another sign that Poles are 
disgruntled. Kukiz came 
third with 20.8 percent of 
fhe vofe after campaign¬ 
ing for Poland fo introduce 
single-member constitu¬ 
encies like in Britain to re¬ 
place the current party 
list system, part of a larger 
message that the system is 
rotten. 

Kukiz argues that choosing 
individual candidates rath¬ 
er than parties in electing 
lawmakers to parliament 
will be more transpar¬ 
ent and give voters more

U.N. rights experts knock Paraguay over pregnant 10-year-old

ASUNCION, Paraguay (AP) 

— Paraguay's govern¬ 
ment has failed to protect 
a 10-year-old rape victim 
who is being denied an 
abortion. United Nations 
human rights experts said 
on Monday. 

In a statement released in 
Geneva, the four experts 
said Paraguay has refused 
to provide treatment to 
save the life of the girl, who 
is five months pregnant, 
“including safe and thera¬ 
peutic abortion in a timely 
manner.” 

The case has set off a na¬ 
tional debate in Paraguay 
where abortion is banned 
in all cases — even rope — 
except when the mother's 
life is in danger. 

“The Paraguayan au¬ 
thorities' decision results 
in grave violations of the 
rights to life, to health, and 
to the physical and mental 
integrity of the girl as well 
as her right to education, 
jeopardizing her economic 
and social opportunities," 
the experts said. 

The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion says such child preg¬ 
nancies can be danger¬ 
ous, potentially leading to 
complications and death. 
The girl's stepfather, who is 
accused of raping her, was 
arrested over the weekend 
and placed in isolation 
to prevent other inmates 
from attacking him. The 
girl's mother is being held 
at a female prison for ne¬ 
glecting to take care of her 
daughter. 

About 600 girls 14 or under 
become pregnant each 
year in this country of 6.8 
million people. Studies by 
the U.S. Centers for Disease 


Control soy thousands of 
children in the United States 
also give birth each year. 
Amnesty International has 
asked authorities to allow 
an abortion to protect the 
girl. 

Health Minister Antonio Bar¬ 
rios has responded that she 
is in good health at a Red 
Cross hospital and that her 
pregnancy, at five months, 
is too advanced. 

But o medical panel was 
created on Monday to 
assess her mental and 
physical health, said Jose 
Orue, the public defender 
for children in the city of 
Luque, where the girl lived 
with her mother and step¬ 
father near the Paraguay¬ 
an capital. 

Experts soy the girl isn't 
ready mentally or physi¬ 
cally to give birth. “When 
her baby arrives, the jus¬ 
tice system will have to set 
a guardian and tutors for 
both of them,” Orue said. 
Paraguayan forensic psy¬ 
chologist Franca La Car- 
rubba said that though the 
girl is not prepared to be a 
mother, with medical care 
she might be able to give 
birth. 

“The aftermath of rape 
could remain when she 
becomes a teenager or 
an adult. It's the most com¬ 
mon disorder in these cas¬ 
es,” she said. 

The president of the coun¬ 
try's Episcopal Conference, 
Msgr. Claudio Gimenez, re¬ 
cently decried the possibil¬ 
ity of a therapeutic abor¬ 
tion, saying that Paraguay 
is already split over the 
cose. 

“Some wont to legalize 
abortion, the killing of an 
innocent who still is in a pe¬ 
riod of gestation,” he said. 


“And for the other side, 
those who oppose that 
idea.” 

But Sen. Esperonza Marti¬ 
nez, a former health min¬ 
ister, complained that the 
debate about whether 
the girl is physically able to 
bear a child overlooks her 
own well-being. 

Groups staged small pro¬ 
tests in Asuncion and in 
Ciudad del Este, on the 
other side of the country, 
on Monday demanding 
authorities intervene under 
the slogan: “Together we 
can protect children from 
abuse.”□

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Along with Saudi king, most Gulf rulers to skip U.S. summit

DUBAI, United Arab Emir¬ 
ates (AP) — It is not just the 
Saudi king who will be skip¬ 
ping the Comp David sum¬ 
mit of U.S. and allied Arab 
leaders. Most Gulf heads of 
state won't be there. 

The absences will put a 
damper on talks that are 
designed to reassure key 
Arab allies, and almost cer¬ 
tainly reflect dissatisfaction 
among leaders of the six- 
member Gulf Cooperation 
Council with Washington’s 
handling of Iran and what 
they expect to get out of 
the meeting. 

Rulers of Saudi Arabia, 
the United Arab Emirates, 
Bahrain and Oman never 
publicly announced they 
would attend the sum¬ 
mit — so officially at least, 
there was no reversal of 
plans. 

However, White House 
spokesman Josh Earnest 
told reporters in Washing¬ 
ton on Monday that Saudi 
King Salman had formally 
accepted the invitation to 
meet with President Barack 
Obama ahead of the sum¬ 
mit. 

Late on Sunday, Saudi For¬ 
eign Minister Adel al-Jubeir 
announced that newly 
installed Salman will not 
be attending. The osten¬ 
sible reason was because 
the upcoming summit on 
Thursday coincides with a 
humanitarian cease-fire 
in the conflict in Yemen, 
where a Saudi-led coali¬ 
tion is fighting Shiite rebels 
known as Houthis. 

Crown Prince Mohammed 
bin Nayef, who is also in¬ 
terior minister, will lead the 
Saudi delegation and the 
king’s son, Deputy Crown 
Prince Mohammed bin 
Salman, who is defense 
minister, will also attend. 
Obama had planned to 
meet Salman one-on-one 


a day before the gathering 
of leaders at the presiden¬ 
tial retreat but the White 
House did not take the 
Saudi king’s decision to skip 
the summit as a sign of any 
substantial disagreement 
with the United States. 

The king, who took power 
in January after his brother 
King Abdullah died, has not 
traveled abroad since his 
ascension to the throne. 
The tiny island kingdom of 
Bahrain said separately 
that its delegation would 
be headed by the coun¬ 
try’s crown prince, Salman 
bin Hamad Al Khalifa. 
Bahrain, whose leadership 
has close ties to the Sau¬ 
dis, is an important military 
ally of the U.S. It is the long¬ 
standing host to the Navy’s 
5th Fleet, which is respon¬ 
sible for operations around 
the Arabian Peninsula and 
northern Indian Ocean, 
and is Washington’s main 


naval counterbalance to 
Iran. At the summit, lead¬ 
ers of Gulf nations will be 
looking for assurances that 
they have Obama’s sup¬ 
port at a time when the 
region feels under siege 
from Islamic extremists and 
by Iran's rising influence. 
The Gulf states worry the 
nuclear pact taking shape 
with the U.S., Iran and oth¬ 
er nations may embolden 
Tehran to act more aggres¬ 
sively in the region. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu has ex¬ 
pressed similar concerns, 
saying the emerging deal 
will leave too much of 
Iran’s nuclear infrastruc¬ 
ture intact while giving it 
quick relief from economic 
sanctions.Netanyahu has 
been an outspoken critic 
of the deal, raising ten¬ 
sions with the White House. 
U.S. attempts to reassure 
Israel that the deal will

have strong safeguards 
have done little to ease its 
concerns. Netanyahu has 
claimed that moderate 
Sunni Arab countries see 
"eye to eye” with Israel on 
the matter, though he has 
not elaborated. 
Abdulkhaleq Abdullah, a 
professor of political sci¬ 
ence at Emirates University, 
said Gulf leaders were stay¬ 
ing away from the Camp 
David gathering to signal 
their displeasure over the 
nuclear talks. 

“I don’t think they have a 
deep respect, a deep trust 
for Obama and his prom¬ 
ises. There is a fundamen¬ 
tal difference between his 
vision of post-nuclear-deal 
Iran and their vision,” he 
said. “They think Iran is a 
destabilizing force and will 
remain so, probably even 
more, if the sanctions are 
lifted. ... They’re just not 
seeing things eye to eye.” 


The sultan of Oman, Qa- 
boos bin Said, is among 
those staying away. The 
sultanate will be represent¬ 
ed instead by the deputy 
prime minister, Sayyid Fahd 
bin Mahmoud Al Said, and 
other officials, the coun¬ 
try’s official news agency 
announced. 

The sultan’s absence 
comes as little surprise. 
The long-serving monarch, 
whose country maintains 
cordial relations with Iran 
and has served as a go- 
between for Tehran and 
Washington, returned 
home in March after 
spending several months in 
Germany being treated for 
an undisclosed illness. 
Health issues will also keep 
the president of the United 
Arab Emirates, Sheikh Khal¬ 
ifa bin Zayed Al Nahyan, 
from attending. He suf¬ 
fered a stroke in January 
last year and has not been 
seen publicly since. 

The influential Abu Dhabi 
crown prince. Sheikh Mo¬ 
hammed bin Zayed Al Na¬ 
hyan, will lead the Emirati 
delegation.

Nadal is struggling to get 
back to his best after a wrist 
injury and an appendecto¬ 
my lost season. 

Flis 6-3, 6-2 loss to Murray 
in Madrid marked the first 
time he lost four matches 
on cloy during the same 
season since 2003.

NFL suspends Brady 4 games for deflated footballs

NEW YORK (AP) — The NFL came 
down hard on its biggest star and 
its championship team, telling Tom 
Brady and the Patriots that no one 
is allowed to mess with the rules of 
the game. 

The league suspended the Super 
Bowl MVP Monday for the first four 
games of the season, fined the 
New England Patriots $1 million 
and took away two draft picks as 
punishment for deflating footballs 
used in the AFC title game. 

“Each player, no matter how ac¬ 
complished and otherwise re¬ 
spected, has an obligation to 
comply with the rules and must 
be held accountable for his ac- 
fions when those rules are violated 
and the public's confidence in fhe 
game is called into question," NFL 
executive vice president of foof- 
ball operations Troy Vincent wrote 
to Brady. 

The Patriots lose next year’s first- 
round pick and a fourth-round 
choice in 2017. 

Brady would miss the season’s 
showcase kickoff game on Sept. 
10 against Pittsburgh, then Week 2 
at Buffalo, a home game against 
Jacksonville and a game at Dal¬ 
las. He will return the week of a 
Patriots-Colts AFC championship 
rematch in Indianapolis. 

He would be replaced by Jimmy 
Garoppolo, a 2014 second-round 
selection from Easfern Illinois who 
won fhe Walter Payton award as 
the best player in the FCS. He has 
thrown 27 NFL passes, including 
one touchdown. 

Brady has three days to appeal 
the suspension to Commissioner 
Roger Goodell or his designee. 
His agent, Don Yee, said “the dis¬ 
cipline is ridiculous and has no le¬ 
gitimate basis” and that Brady will 
appeal. 

“And if the hearing officer is com- 
plefely independent and neutral, 

I am very confident the Wells Re¬ 
port will be exposed as an incredi¬ 
bly frail exercise in facf-finding and 
logic,” Yee said in a statement. 
The Patriots did not immediately 
comment on the punishments. 

The league also indefinitely sus¬ 


pended the two equipment staff¬ 
ers believed to have carried out 
the plan, including one who called 
himself “The Deflator.” 

Vincent wrote letters to the team 
and Brady saying a league-spon¬ 
sored investigative report estab¬ 
lished “substantial and credible 


Bartolo Jr., then the San Francisco 
49ers’ owner, who pleaded guilty 
to a felony in his role in a Louisiana 
gambling scandal in 1999. 

Vincenf told the Patriots the pun¬ 
ishment was handed out regard¬ 
less of whefher fhe flatter footballs 
— which can be easier to grip and

evidence” that the quarterback 
knew the employees were deflat¬ 
ing footballs and failed fo cooper¬ 
ate with investigators. 

The investigation by attorney Ted 
Wells found that Brady “was at 
least generally aware” of plans by 
two Patriots employees to prepare 
the balls to his liking, below the 
league-mandated minimum of 
12.5 pounds per square inch. 

The Pafriots defeafed the India¬ 
napolis Golts 45-7 and went on to 
beat the Seattle Seahawks in the 
Super Bowl. 

The fine matches the largest the 
NFL has handed out, to Ed De¬ 


catch — affected the outcome 
of the blowout win over the Colts. 
Vincent said the flattening of balls 
probably began much earlier. 
“While we cannot be certain 
when the activity began, the evi¬ 
dence suggests that January 18th 
was not the first and only occasion 
when this occurred, particularly in 
light of the evidence referring to 
deflation of footballs going back 
to before the beginning of the 
2014 season,” he wrote. 

“It is impossible to determine 
whether this activity had an effect 
on the outcome of games or what 
that effect was.” 


In his 243-page report released 
by the league last week. Wells 
found that the team broke the 
rules again, this time by deflat¬ 
ing the game footballs after they 
had been checked by officials. 
Alfhough the report did not con¬ 
clusively link the four-time Super 
Bowl champion to the illegal ac¬ 
tivity, text messages between the 
equipment staffers indicated that 
Brady knew it was going on. Inves¬ 
tigators said Brady’s explanation 
for the messages was implausible. 
“It is unlikely that an equipment 
assistant and a locker room at¬ 
tendant would deflate game balls 
without Brady’s knowledge and 
approval,” the report said. 

The NFL allows each team to 
provide the footballs used by its 
offense — a procedure Brady 
played a role in creating — but 
it requires them to be inflated in 
that range of 12.5-13.5 pounds 
per square inch. Foofballs wifh less 
pressure can be easier fo grip and 
catch, and Brady has expressed 
a preference for fhe lower end of 
fhe range. 

Brady said lasf week fhaf fhe scan¬ 
dal hasn't taken away from fhe 
team’s 28-24 Super Bowl win over 
Seattle — its fourth NFL title since 
the 2001 season. 

“Absolutely not,” he said at a pre¬ 
viously planned appearance in Sa¬ 
lem, Massachusetts, last Thursday 
night. “We earned everything we 
got and achieved as a team, and 
I am proud of thaf and so are our 
fans.” Fans chanfed “Brady” and 
“MVP,” then gave him a standing 
ovation as he entered the arena in 
the town made famous by the co¬ 
lonial witch trials. Since the airing 
of the scandal in the hours after 
the Colts game. New England fans 
have been unwavering in their 
support for the team, blaming the 
investigation on grudges by op¬ 
ponents jealous of the team’s suc¬ 
cess. The Patriots’ odds for winning 
another championships dropped 
from 7-1 fo 10-1, according to the 
Glantz-Culver line.

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Gatlin eager for showdown with Bolt in August at worlds

Justin Gatlin ruled the track 
last seasan in a very Usain 
Balt-like fashion: 18 wins in 
18 races. 

Impressive and all, but 
comes with a tiny caveat: 
Bolt never lined up in the 
lane next to Gatlin last sum¬ 
mer. The Jamaican world- 
record holder took time 
off to heal nagging injuries 
since there were no major 
meets. 

Now bring on the planet’s 
fastest sprinter, though their 
first 100-meter showdown 
may not take place until 
August at the world cham¬ 
pionships in Beijing. 

The wait is fine with Gat¬ 
lin — builds intrigue. It also 
gives the 33-year-old Amer¬ 
ican more time to get up 
to speed in the 200 as well, 
because he’s going after 
both of Bolt’s world titles. 

In new shoes, too, after re¬ 
turning to Nike, the compa¬ 
ny that dropped him after 
his doping offense in 2006 
led to a four-year ban. 
“Usain’s obviously the gold 
standard,” said Gatlin, 
who kicks off the defense 
of his 100-meter Diamond 
League crown in Doha, 
Qatar, on Friday. “I can’t sit 
here and belittle him and 
soy, ‘Hey man, he's not 
the guy.’ Because he is the 


guy. He’s broken a lot of re¬ 
cords people thought were 
unbreakable.” 

Gatlin's certainly not intimi¬ 
dated by Bolt, who’s cap¬ 
tured gold in the 100 and 
200 at the last two Olym¬ 
pics. After all, it was Gatlin 
who handed Bolt a rare 
loss at a meet in Rome two 
years ago, when he out- 
leaned Bolt at the finish. 
“I’m aware of the talent 
that Bolt brings to the track 
and I’ll be more cautious 
than I hove fear,” said Gat¬ 
lin, who took gold at the 


2004 Athens Games and 
bronze eight years later 
in London. “I know what 
it takes, focus-wise, to be 
able to say, ‘I know what I 
need to do to be on top.’” 
Gatlin won’t run the 100 
at the U.S. championships 
next month in Eugene, Or¬ 
egon. No reason to — be¬ 
ing the reigning 100-meter 
champion of the Diamond 
League, he has an auto¬ 
matic bye into the event 
at worlds. That allows him 
to dabble in the 200, which 
he wen at the 2005 world 


championships. 

“I’d like to go out there and 
experience what it’s like ta 
dauble again,” said Gat¬ 
lin, a former University of 
Tennessee standout who 
trains in Flarida. “I haven’t 
doubled in a long time. Fast 
running, too. 

After all, Gatlin thinks the 
world record in the 100 
could fall in Beijing, espe¬ 
cially with Bolt returning to 
form. It’s a lightning-quick 
track Bolt knows intimately 
well after breaking the re¬ 
card inside the Bird’s Nest 
during the 2008 Beijing 
Olympics. In Germany a 
year later. Bolt toppled the 
world mark again, lowering 
the record to where it cur¬ 
rently stands at 9.58 sec¬ 
onds. 

“You have to have the 
mindset to say, ‘I want 
to run 9.5 or 9.6’ and ga 
achieve it. Ycu can’t say, 
‘I want to get the gold just 
by beating the guy next 
to me,”’ explained Gatlin, 
whose fastest time is 9.77, 
which he set last Septem¬ 
ber. 

To get even leaner in the 
offseason, Gatlin cut down 
on carbs, including pasta 
and bread. This after drap- 
ping cheeseburgers and 
chocalate tram his diet the 
year befare. 

Simply the price to catch 


up to Bolt. And while Gatlin 
wauld welcome facing Bolt 
before world champion¬ 
ships, he doesn’t envision 
a scenario where that will 
happen. 

“When it cames ta being 
the man, and if you feel 
like you’re not 100 percent 
ready, you’re not going to 
race anybody who’s going 
to be a threat,” said Gatlin, 
who was on the U.S. 400 re¬ 
lay team that beat Balt and 
his Jamaican buddies at 
the World Relays in the Ba¬ 
hamas an May 2. “You’re 
going to race them an your 
terms. That’s a wise busi¬ 
ness decision.” 

Recently, Bolt called out 
Gatlin’s American team¬ 
mate Tyson Gay by saying 
Gay’s reduced ban for co¬ 
operating with investigators 
was “the stupidest thing 
I’ve ever heard,” in an in¬ 
terview with Runner’s World 
magazine published in The 
Times at London newspa¬ 
per. 

Gay received a backdat¬ 
ed one-year suspension last 
year after testing positive 
for a steroid at nationals in 
2013. He was given the re¬ 
duced penalty because he 
provided evidence to the 
U.S. Anti-Doping Agency 
that led ta an eight-year 
ban for his former coach, 
Jon Drummond. □

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Complaints against airlines rise. Frontier ranks worst

DALLAS (AP) — Consumer 
complaints against airlines 
are rising even as the car¬ 
riers get slightly better at 
staying on schedule. 

The U.S. Department of 
Transportation said Mon¬ 
day that it received more 
complaints from consumers 
in March than it did in ei¬ 
ther the previous month or 
March of 2014. 

While the numbers are still 
very small — only about 
one in every 50,000 pas¬ 
sengers complains to the 
government — they vary 
greatly among carriers. 
Passengers on Frontier Air¬ 
lines were 34 times more 
likely to complain than pas¬ 
sengers on Southwest Air¬ 
lines, which has the lowest 
complaint rate. Spirit Air¬ 
lines had the second-worst 
rate. 

Frontier and Spirit are so- 
called ultra-low-cost car¬ 
riers that charge low base 
fares but add fees for many 
things including carry-on 
bags and seat assignments. 
A Frontier spokesman, Jim 
Faulkner, said customers 
who called the reserva¬ 


tions center in March were 
sometimes put on hold for 
up to 45 minutes as the air¬ 
line switched to a new res¬ 
ervations system. 

Faulkner said that Frontier 
added staffing, and hold 
times have been reduced 
to under three minutes. He 
said complaints were down 
so far in May. 

Transportation Department 


officials recently discussed 
the complaint levels with 
both Frontier and Spirit, ac¬ 
cording to a department 
spokeswoman. There are 
no penalties for having a 
high complaint rate, but 
the department consid¬ 
ers them when deciding 
whether to investigate po¬ 
tential violations of rules 
dealing with fare advertis¬ 


ing, overselling flights and 
other consumer issues. 
Overall, the March com¬ 
plaint rate among the 14 
airlines covered in the gov¬ 
ernment report jumped 27 
percent from February and 
55 percent from the previ¬ 
ous March. 

The Transportation Depart¬ 
ment said that 78.7 per¬ 
cent of flights operated by 


those 14 airlines arrived on 
time in March, up from 72.8 
percent in February and 
77.6 percent in March 2014. 
The government defines an 
on-time flight as one that 
arrives within 14 minutes of 
schedule. 

Hawaiian Airlines — blessed 
by usually good weather 
and lots of short flights in 
its home state — ranked 
best, while Frontier was last. 
Frontier said it is increasingly 
focused on getting the first 
flight of the morning out on 
time so that delays don’t 
cascade throughout the 
day. Envoy Air, a regional 
carrier that operates many 
American Eagle flights, had 
by far the highest rates for 
canceled flights and lost or 
damaged bags. 

Envoy spokeswoman Mar¬ 
tha Thomas said that when 
bad weather hits, Ameri¬ 
can often gives priority to its 
flights and cancels regional 
flights with smaller planes 
and fewer passengers. She 
said increased staffing and 
schedule changes at hub 
airports in Chicago and 
Dallas have led to better 
on-time performance in 
April and May.Q 


U.S. stock indexes edge 
lower, led by the energy sector

The U.S. stock market took 
a small step back on Mon¬ 
day, giving up some its big 
gains from last week. 

Crude oil prices fell, pull¬ 
ing down energy stocks. 
Exxon Mobil lost 1.7 per¬ 
cent, the most in the Dow 
Jones industrial average. 
The price of oil slipped as 
traders weighed declining 
drilling in the U.S. against 


rising gasoline supplies that 
could crimp demand for 
crude in the coming weeks. 
Benchmark U.S. crude fell 
14 cents to close at $59.25 
a barrel in New York. 

The market was coming 
off its biggest gain in two 
months on Friday following 
news that U.S. employers 
added 223,000 jobs in April, 
a solid gain suggesting that 
the economy may be re¬ 
covering after a stumbling 


start to the year. 

That sentiment helped cool 
off demand for bonds on 
Monday. As a result, the 
yield on the 10-year Trea¬ 
sury note rose to 2.26 per¬ 
cent, its highest level of the 
year so far, from 2.15 per¬ 
cent late Friday. 

“It’s a day of digestion af¬ 
ter big news and a big 
move on Friday," said Eric 
Wiegand, a senior portfo¬ 
lio manager at U.S. Bank 
Wealth Management. 

The Dow fell 85.94 points, or 
0.5 percent, to 18,105.17. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index lost 10.77 points, or 
0.5 percent, to 2,105.33. The 
Nasdaq composite slipped 
9.98 points, or 0.2 percent, 
to 4,993.57. The three in¬ 
dexes are up for the month 
and year. 

The indexes barely budged 
much of the day. Absent 


major new economic data, 
investors mostly focused 
Monday on the latest cor¬ 
porate deal news and 
company earnings. 

Noble Energy’s $2.1 billion 
all-stock buyout of rival oil 
and gas production com¬ 
pany Rosetta Resources 
failed to impress traders, 
however. Noble’s shares 
slumped $3.05, or 6.2 per¬ 
cent, to $46.07. It was the 
biggest decliner among 
S&P 500 companies. 

The slide in oil prices also 
hurt stock prices for several 
other oil producers and drill¬ 
ing equipment companies. 
QEP Resources fell $1.13, or 
5.2 percent, to $20.46, while 
Pioneer Natural Resources 
slid $6.07, or 3.8 percent, 
to $152.99. National Oilwell 
Varco shed $1.90, or 3.6 
percent, to $51.33. 

“We have crude down a 


little bit today and energy 
stocks are having a tough 
time,” said JJ Kinahan, TD 
Ameritrade’s chief strate¬ 
gist. The 10 sectors in the 
S&P 500 declined, led by 
energy stocks. The sec¬ 
tor is down 0.2 percent for 
the year. The rest of this 
week should provide trad¬ 
ers some insight into a key 
facet of the U.S. economy: 
consumer spending. 
Several major retailers re¬ 
port quarterly results, in¬ 
cluding Macy’s, J.C. Pen¬ 
ney, Nordtrom’s and Kohl’s. 
Also, the government re¬ 
ports its latest monthly tally 
of retail sales on Wednes¬ 
day. 

“Are the people out there 
spending money? That’s 
what we need to see next,” 
Kinahan said. “That’s what 
everybody is having a bit of 
trouble figuring out.”Q

Do you wont the next president to 
be somebody who brags about 
not being a politician? 

Think about that for a minute. 
“Politician” isn’t a popular term 
right now. But claiming that 
you’re not one when you run for 
president is a little like applying 
for a job os brain surgeon by an¬ 
nouncing, “I am not a physician.” 
This week we acquired three new 
candidates for the Republican 
presidential nomination. Two ore 
running on the not-o-politicion 
line. That would be Corly Fiorina, 
the former head of Hewlett-Pack¬ 
ard, and Ben Carson, a retired - 
yes! - neurosurgeon. 

The third is the former Arkansas 
governor Mike Huckobee. We 
hove met Huckobee before, and 
we will hove many future oppor¬ 
tunities to discuss his remarkable 
transformation from poor country 
lad to governor of Arkansas, from 
likable conservative candidate 
for president in 2008 to the rather 
mean right-winger we’re stuck 
with now. 

But today let’s consider Fiorina 
and Carson, who wont you to 
elect them to the highest office 
in the land because they hove 
never held elective office. 

Carson (“I’m not a politician”) 
became a Tea Party hero when 
he began denouncing Obom- 
ocore (“the worst thing that has 
happened in this nation since 
slavery”), comparing American 
society to Nazi Germany and 
claiming the president resembled 
“most psychopaths.” 

Some political experts believe he 
is the kind of Republican who con 
do well in Iowa. Is that true, Iowa? 

I would rather think better of you. 
Fiorina is running os the onti-Hillory. 
(“I think if Hillary Clinton faces a 
woman opponent, she will get a 
hitch in her swing.”) She is the kind 
of person who tells you that when 
she went to college she studied 
philosophy, ancient Greek, Latin, 
French and German, then odds 
that she also took Italian, “But that 
was just for the fun of it.” 

That last bit comes from her mem¬ 
oir, which chronicles her rise to 
head of Hewlett-Packard in 1999, 
followed by a rather inglorious 
firing in 2005 for reasons that she 
most definitely feels were not her 
fault. 

In her first campaign video, she’s 
shown watching Clinton’s an¬ 
nouncement. We now have vid¬ 


eos of candidates attacking oth¬ 
er candidates’ videos. Soon we 
will drop debates entirely in favor 
of tweet-offs. 

“Our founders never intended us 
to have a professional political 
class,” Fiorina says, turning to the 
camera. 

Virtually every elected president 
in U.S. history - not counting the 
occasional military hero - made 
his way to the top by getting 
elected to other offices first. There 
are a couple of exceptions who 
just served in the Cabinet, like Her¬ 
bert Hoover. We can all look for¬ 
ward to hearing a candidate vow 
to return us to the golden days of 
the Hoover administration. 
Fiorina’s answer is to go back to 
men like Thomas Jefferson (state 
legislator, governor, diplomat, 
secretary of state, vice president), 
who she says believed strictly in 
“citizen government.” The Found¬ 
ers may not have liked the idea of 
a political class, but they picked 
presidents who were part of one. 
Public men, whose experience in 
private enterprise frequently in¬ 
volved running a plantation into 
the ground. 

Fiorina, whose tenure at Hewlett- 
Packard included a controversial 
merger deal and the layoff of 
about 30,000 employees, is actu¬ 
ally an excellent example of why 
we don’t want the country to be 
run like a business. The American 
people aren’t just shareholders. 
They would like their government 
to be efficient, and they would 
like the budget to balance. But 
they also want a lot of other stuff 
- protection from evildoers, com¬ 
passion for the needy, assistance 
in retirement, highways without 
potholes, good schools, a healthy 
environment. 

Who gets what first is a political 
question. One that preferably 
would be resolved without having 
any internal crises so exciting that 
the chief executive gets tossed 
out of office. 

People who run for president 
boasting that they aren’t politi¬ 
cians are frequently just trying to 
compensate for a lack of politi¬ 
cal skill. Carson (who presumably 
wants to run government like an 
operating room) is going to ap¬ 
peal to the folks who think the mili¬ 
tary is plotting to take over Texas, 
but otherwise, his only political 
gift seems to be for making out¬ 
rageous statements. Fiorina ran 
for the Senate in 2010 and was 
beaten by Barbara Boxer, who 
was thought to be a vulnerable 
incumbent until Fiorina got hold 
of her, racking up a grand total of 
42 percent of the vote. 

On the plus side, Fiorina’s cam¬ 
paign produced one of the 
all-time great attack videos, in 
which her more moderate pri¬ 
mary opponent was depicted as 
a Demon Sheep, portrayed by 
a man crawling across the grass 
with what looked like a woolly 
rug over his back and a piece of 
cardboard on his face. After that 
it was downhill all the way. 

If you’re shopping for candidates 
with no experience in the busi¬ 
ness they want to lead. I’d say at 
least go for the one with the De¬ 
mon. But really, there are smarter 
buys.Q

BERLIN - A week at the American 
Academy in Berlin leaves me with 
two contradictory feelings: One 
is that Germany today deserves 
a Nobel Peace Prize, and the 
other is that Germany tomorrow 
will have to overcome its deeply 
ingrained post-World War II paci¬ 
fism and become a more serious, 
activist global power. And I say 
both as a compliment. 

On the first point, what the Ger¬ 
mans have done in converting 
almost 30 percent of their elec¬ 
tric grid to solar and wind energy 
from near zero in about 15 years 
has been a great contribution 
to the stability of our planet and 
its climate. The centerpiece of 
the German Energiewende,“ or 
energy transformation, was an 
extremely generous ”feed-in tar¬ 
iff” that made it a no-brainer for 
Germans to install solar power (or 
wind) at home and receive a pre¬ 
dictable high price for the energy 
generated off their own rooftops. 
There is no denying that the early 
days of the feed-in tariff were ex¬ 
pensive. The subsidies cost billions 
of euros, paid for through a sur¬ 
charge on everyone’s electric bill. 
But the goal was not simply to buy 
more renewable energy: It was to 
create demand that would drive 
down the cost of solar and wind 
to make them mainstream, af¬ 
fordable options. And, in that, the 
energiewende has been an un¬ 
diluted success. With price drops 
of more than 80 percent for solar, 
and 55 percent for wind, zero- 
carbon energy is now competi¬ 


tive with fossil fuels here. 

“In my view the greatest success 
of the German energy transition 
was giving a boost to the Chinese 
solar panel industry,” said Ralf 
Fuecks, the president of the Hein- 
rich-Boell-Stiftung, the German 
Green Party’s political founda¬ 
tion. “We created the mass mar¬ 
ket, and that led to the increased 
productivity and dramatic de¬ 
crease in cost.” And all this in a 
country whose northern tip is the 
same latitude as the southern tip 
of Alaska! 

This is a world-saving achieve¬ 
ment. And, happily, as the price 
fell, the subsidies for new installa¬ 
tions also dropped. The Germans 
who installed solar ended up 
making money, which is why the 
program remains popular, except 
in coal-producing regions. Today, 
more than 1.4 million German 
households and cooperatives are 
generating their own solar/wind 
electricity. “There are now a thou¬ 
sand energy cooperatives oper¬ 
ated by private people,” said en¬ 
ergy economist Claudia Kemfert. 
Oliver Krischer, the vice chairman 
of the Green Party’s parliamenta¬ 
ry group, told me: “I have a friend 
who comes home, and, if the sun 
is shining, he doesn’t even say hel¬ 
lo to his wife. He first goes down¬ 
stairs and looks at the meter to 
see what (electricity) he has pro¬ 
duced himself. ... The idea now is 
that energy is something you can 
(produce) on your own. It’s a new 
development.” And it has creat¬ 
ed so much pushback against the 
country’s four major coal/nuclear 
utilities that one of them, E.On, just 
split into two companies - one fo¬ 
cusing on squeezing the last prof¬ 
its from coal, oil, gas and nuclear, 
while the other focuses on renew¬ 
ables. Germans jokingly call them 
“E.Off” and “E.On.” 

One problem: Germany still has 
tons of cheap, dirty lignite coal 
that is used as backup power for 
wind and solar, because cleaner 
natural gas is more expensive and 
nuclear is being phased out. 

So if that’s the story on renewable 
power, how about national pow¬ 
er? Two generations after World 


War II, Germany’s reticence to 
project any power outside its bor¬ 
ders is deeply ingrained in the po¬ 
litical psyche here. That is a good 
thing, given Germany’s past. But 
it is not sustainable. There is an 
impressive weight to Germany 
today - derived from the quality 
of its governing institution, its rule 
of law and the sheer power of its 
economy built on midsize busi¬ 
nesses - that is unique in Europe. 
When you talk to German officials 
about Greece, their main com¬ 
plaint is not about Greek fiscal 
policy, which is better lately, but 
about the rot and corruption in 
Greece’s governing institutions. 
The Greeks “couldn’t implement 
the structural reforms they need¬ 
ed, if they wanted to,” one Ger¬ 
man financial official said to me. 
Athens’ institutions are a mess. 
With the United States less interest¬ 
ed in Europe, Britain fading away 
both from the European Union 
and the last vestiges of its being 
a global military power, France 
and Italy economically hobbled 
and most NATO members shrink¬ 
ing their defense budgets, I don’t 
see how Germany avoids exer¬ 
cising more leadership. Its eco¬ 
nomic sanctions are already the 
most important counter to Rus¬ 
sian aggression in Ukraine. And 
in the Mediterranean Sea, where 
Europe faces a rising tide of refu¬ 
gees (and where Russia and 
China just announced that their 
navies will hold a joint exercise in 
mid-May), Germany will have to 
catalyze some kind of EU naval 
response. The relative weight of 
German power vis-d-vis the rest 
of Europe just keeps growing, but 
don’t say that out loud here. A 
German foreign policy official put 
their dilemma this way: “We have 
to get used to assuming more 
leadership and be aware of how 
reluctant others are to have Ger¬ 
many lead - so we have to do it 
through the EU.” 

Here’s my prediction: Germany 
will be Europe’s first green, solar- 
powered superpower. Can those 
attributes coexist in one country, 
you ask? They’re going to have 
to.Q

— An Oregon woman 
said Monday she intends 
to sue United Airlines after 
her flight home made an 
emergency landing, and 
authorities removed her 
family from the plane af¬ 
ter she and the flight crew 
had problems finding her 
autistic 15-year-old daugh¬ 
ter something to eat. 
Donna Beegle said her 
daughter, Juliette, can 
be a picky eater and 
sometimes lashes out if 
she doesn’t get what she 
wants, but she hopes a 
lawsuit would lead to train¬ 
ing for airline employees 
about dealing with people 
who have autism. “This is 
about a few, simple ac¬ 
commodations," she said. 
United, however, said flight 
crews did make special 
concessions for the girl but 
ultimately “made the best 
decision for the safety and 
comfort of all of our cus¬ 
tomers and elected to di¬ 
vert to Salt Lake City after 
the situation became dis¬ 
ruptive." 

The conflict came May 5 
on a flight home from a 
family trip to Disney World. 
The girl had refused to eat 
at a layover in Houston 
and had turned down nuts, 
raisins, a granola bar and 
Juliette’s favorite blue Jolly 
Ranchers that the family 
had packed, Beegle said. 
Juliette wanted a hot meal, 
Beegle said, so she pur¬ 
chased a chicken sand¬ 
wich and asked for it to be 
warmed in a microwave. 
The crew refused, she said, 
telling her the sandwich 
would get soggy. 

Beegle said she told flight 
attendants that her daugh¬ 
ter was about to have 
a tantrum, and that she 
could scratch someone. 
After about 40 minutes, 
Beegle said, the crew got 
the teen a hot serving of 
jambalaya from first class, 
“and she was perfectly 
happy." 

Shortly afterward, howev¬ 
er, an emergency landing 
in Salt Lake City was an¬ 
nounced, and they were 
removed, she said. □

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Sea rise threatens Florida coast, but no statewide plan

ST. AUGUSTINE, Florida (AP) 

— America's oldest city is 
slowly drowning. 

St. Augustine’s centuries- 
old Spanish fortress sits feet 
from the encroaching At¬ 
lantic, whose waters al¬ 
ready flood the city’s nar¬ 
row streets about 10 times 
a year — a problem wors¬ 
ening as sea levels rise. 
The city relies on tourism, 
but visitors might someday 
hove to wear waders at 
high tide. 

“If you want to benefit from 
the fact we’ve been here 
for 450 years, you have the 
responsibility to look for¬ 
ward to the next 450,” said 
Bill Hamilton, whose family 


has lived in the city since 
the 1950s. “Is St. Augustine 
even going to be here? 


We owe it to the people 
coming after us to leave 
the city in good shape.” 

St. Augustine is one of 
many chronically flooded 
communities along Flori¬ 
da’s coast, and officials in 
these diverse places share 
a concern: 

They’re afraid their build¬ 
ings and economies will 
be further inundated by ris¬ 
ing seas in just a couple of 
decades. The effects are 
a daily reality in much of 


Florida. 

Drinking water wells are 
fouled by seawater. High¬ 
er tides and storm surges 
make for more frequent 
road flooding from Jack¬ 
sonville to Key West, and 
they're overburdening ag¬ 
ing flood-control systems. 
But the state has yet to of¬ 
fer a clear plan or coordi¬ 
nation to address what lo¬ 
cal officials across Florida’s 
coast see as a slow-moving 
emergency. Republican 
Gov. Rick Scott is skepti¬ 
cal of man-made climate 
change and has put aside 
the task of preparing for 
sea level rise, an Associ¬ 
ated Press review of thou¬ 
sands of emails and docu¬ 
ments pertaining to the 
state’s preparations for ris¬ 
ing seas found. 

Despite warnings from wa¬ 
ter experts and climate sci¬ 
entists, skepticism over sea 
level projections and cli¬ 
mate change science has 
hampered planning efforts 
at all levels of government, 
the records showed. 

Florida’s environmental 
agencies under Scott have 
been downsized, making 


them less effective at coor¬ 
dinating sea level rise plan¬ 
ning in the state, docu¬ 
ments showed. 

The issue presents a public 
works challenge that could 
cost billions here and na¬ 
tionwide. 

Insurance giant Swiss Re 
has estimated that the 
economy in southeast Flor¬ 
ida could sustain $33 billion 
in damage from climate- 
related damage in 2030. 
Communities like St. Augus¬ 
tine can do only so much 
alone. Cities lack the tech¬ 
nology, money and man¬ 
power to keep back the 
seas by themselves. 

In a brief interview with the 
AP in March, 

Scott wouldn’t address 
whether the state had a 
long-range plan. He cited 
his support for Everglades 
restoration and some 
flood-control projects as 
progress but said cities and 
counties should contact 
environmental and water 
agencies to find answers — 
though Scott and a Repub¬ 
lican-led legislature have 
slashed billions from those 
agencies. □

Fox calling an end to ‘American Idol’

NEW YORK (AP) — Fox is 

lowering the curtain on 
"American Idol," ending 
a series that dominated 
television throughout the 
2000s and made stars ot 
the likes of Simon Cowell, 
Kelly Clarkson and Carrie 
Underwood. 

The network announced 
Monday that "American 
Idol” will go off the air af¬ 
ter its 15th and final season 
next spring. The cast from 
the past few seasons, wifh 
Ryan Seacrest as hosf and 
Jennifer Lopez, Keifh Ur¬ 
ban and Harry Connick Jr. 
as judges, will return for a 
season-long celebration 
of the show’s history. 

"It was not an easy deci¬ 
sion.’ American Idol’ has 
been such a vital part of 
Fox for its run,” said Gary 
Newman, Fox Television 
Group co-chairman and 
CEO. He promised a sea¬ 
son-long celebration that 
matches the show’s sig¬ 
nificance, with the sugges¬ 
tion that its big-name con¬ 
testants and past judges 
may be involved. 
"American Idol” faded 
over the past few years, 
eclipsed in fhe music com¬ 
petition genre it pioneered 


by NBC’s "The Voice.” 
Personnel changes didn’t 
help, and neither did tin¬ 
kering with the format, as 
the show fell victim to what 
usually kills off most televi¬ 
sion series — old age. Still, it 
was a solid performer for a 
Fox network that struggles 
in the ratings. 

Dana Walden, co-chair¬ 
man and CEO of fhe Fox 
Television Group, de¬ 
scribed if as a "preffy 
emotional decision” to 
end "American Idol.” 

Fox and the show’s pro¬ 
ducers were discussing 
how the series would con¬ 


tinue, but ultimately "we all 
arrived at the conclusion 
that it was time to bring 
the show to an end,” said 
Newman. "But we wanted 
to do it in a way that was 
special and celebratory.” 
“Idol” was a quick hit, 
with fans following con- 
festanfs who soughf fhe 
prized "yellow fickef" to 
Hollywood and a chance 
at stardom. In the early 
years, “American Idol" 
also showed many of fhe 
cringe-worthy auditions of 
contestants with no hope 
of winning, but has gener¬ 
ally resisted those recently. 


Simon Cowell, the Brit with 
a tart tongue and honest 
assessments, became a 
star as judge, along with 
his fellow originals, Paula 
Abdul and Randy Jack- 
son. 

The big-voiced Clarkson 
became a major pop 
star after winning “Idol,” 
and Underwood is a solid 
performer on fhe counfry 
charfs. Personalifies like 
Adam Lamberf and Clay 
Aiken also became house¬ 
hold names after compet¬ 
ing on "Idol.” 

"’American Idol’ has been 
a big part of my life for so 
long, it’s frankly hard to 
imagine it without it,” said 
Seacrest, who was co¬ 
host of the show with Bri¬ 
an Dunkleman on the first 
season, and solo host for 
all the others. "It’s been a 
remarkable journey, and I 
feel very fortunate to have 
been part of a show that 
made television history in 
countless ways. It’s a show 
about chasing and fulfill¬ 
ing dreams and, truth be 
told, it helped some of my 
own dreams come true, 
too." 

Walden said there are no 
specific plans yet, but that 
several former contestants 
and judges have already 


expressed “a lot of enthusi¬ 
asm” for coming back and 
celebrating the show’s 
legacy in its final year. 
“We’re going to deliver a 
really special season next 
year,” Newman said. 

The series averaged 12.69 
million viewers during its 
initial run in 2002, but ex¬ 
ploded quickly thereafter, 
reaching a peak aver¬ 
age of more fhan 30 mil¬ 
lion viewers each episode 
in 2006, according fo the 
Nielsen company. It con¬ 
tinued averaging more 
than 20 million viewers an 
episode through the 2011 
season, when its deterio¬ 
rating popularity acceler¬ 
ated. 

Its star at Fox was eclipsed 
this season by the music- 
based soap opera “Em¬ 
pire," which will launch its 
second season in the fall. 
So far fhis year, “American 
Idol” is averaging 9.15 mil¬ 
lion viewers per episode, 
Nielsen said. 

The show will run in a similar 
format next season as it has 
this year, airing Wednes¬ 
day and Thursday nights 
starting in January for the 
beginning stages, then 
once a week on Thursday 
for the second part of the 
season. Fox said.Q 


‘Graduate’ actress Elizabeth Wilson dies at 94 



NEW HAVEN, Conn. (AP) — Eliza¬ 
beth Wilson, who built a career as 
a character actress in films such as 
“The Graduate” and “9 to 5,” has 
died. She was 94. 

Wilson, who lived in Branford with 
her sister, died Saturday at Yale- 
New Haven Hospital, actress Eliza¬ 
beth Morton, a spokeswoman for 
the family, said Monday.

Wilson played Dustin Hoffman’s 
mother in “The Graduate” and 
the character Roz in “9 to 5.” She 
had roles in almost 30 films, includ¬ 
ing “Catch-22” and “Regarding 
Henry,” and appeared in numer¬ 
ous stage and television shows, 
playing Archie Bunker’s cousin on 
"All in the Family.” Wilson won a 
Tony Award for her performance 
in 1972’s “Sticks and Bones.” She 
made her Broadway debut in 
1953 in “Picnic,” and appeared 
in the Broadway revival of “Uncle 
Vanya” in 1973. “I had no desire 
to be a star,” she told The Hartford 
Courant last July. “I wanted to be 


a character actress and be able 
to do all kinds of parts and work on 
a lot of things. That was my uncon¬ 
scious choice. I wanted to be an 
undercover actress.” 

Wilson was born on April 4, 1921, 
in Grand Rapids, Michigan, and 
studied at the American Acad¬ 
emy of Dramatic Arts in New York. 
She bought a home in Branford 
in 1988 while working at the Long 
Wharf Theatre. Wilson is survived 
by her younger sister, Mary Muir 
Wilson, with whom she lived, and 
several nieces and nephews. A 
memorial service is planned for 
later this summer, Morton said.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Three 
and a half decades is a 
long time for a fever dream. 
But that’s how long the bru¬ 
tal, desolate post-opoco- 
lyptic world of “Mad Max” 
has been percolating, at 
desert-hot temperatures, in 
George Miller's head. It was 
his first film, 1979’s “Mad 
Max,” with Mel Gibson, and 
it led to two more: 1982’s 
“Mod Max: The Road War¬ 
rior” and 1985’s “Mod Max: 
Beyond Thunderdome.” On 
Friday, he’ll release his re¬ 
turn to the harsh dystopian 
landscape of “Mad Max” 
in “Fury Road,” both a se¬ 
quel and a reboot. 

“Once you create charac¬ 
ters, the imaginary world 
is following you — stalking 
you, as it were — in the 
deep recesses of your un¬ 
conscious,” said Miller in a 
recent interview from his 
home in Australia. “Shoot¬ 
ing the film was in many 
ways very familiar, but in 
the three decades that had 
passed since the last one, 
everything has changed. 
The world has changed. 
We’ve, as film audiences, 
changed. Cinema has 
changed. Film language 
has changed. And I dare 
soy I’ve changed.” 

“Mod Max: Fury Rood” re¬ 
places Mel Gibson with 
Tom Flardy and welcomes 
newcomer Charlize Theron 
as Furiosa, a woman pi¬ 
loting a truck called “the 
War Rig.” With a budget 


of about $150 million, it’s a 
more extravagant summer 
spectacle than previous 
“Mad Max” films. Shooting 
on “Fury Road” was forced 
from its native land by un¬ 
expected rains in the Out¬ 
back, decamping to the 
sands of Namibia for an 
arduous eight months of 
shooting. 

Miller had spent the inter¬ 
mediate years mainly mak¬ 
ing family films (“Babe,” 
’’Floppy Feet”) and occa¬ 
sionally trying to mount a 
fourth “Mad Max.” It near¬ 
ly happened in 2001 with 
Gibson, and at one point, 
an animated film was con¬ 
templated. But in the end. 


Miller was back in the des¬ 
ert, in his late 60s, crashing 
cars by the dozens. 

“It’s both a wise man’s ac¬ 
tion movie, coming from 
the wisdom of a wise elder, 
and at the same time has 
the youthful recklessness 
and anarchy of a young 
spirit who’s prepared to 
challenge himself,” says 
Flardy. “If Obi-Wan Keno- 
bi could make an action 
movie, this would have to 
be it. Or Yoda.” 

“Fury Road” is otherwise 
true to the lean, elemental 
“Mad Max” aesthetic. Max, 
a Ford Falcon-driving loner, 
navigates a neo-Medieval 
wasteland where fuel and 


water are in scant supply. 
The heavy metal mayhem 
of “Mad Max” has inspired 
musicians as varied as Tu¬ 
pac and Motley Crew, and 
in the years since the last 
“Mad Max,” a cottage in¬ 
dustry of tamer dystopia 
has developed. 

“You see it over and over 
again, not only in movies 
but in music videos and 
games,” says Miller, now 70, 
of the films’ influence. “It’s 
an evolutionary process 
and one thing builds on the 
next.” “Mad Max,” how¬ 
ever, separates itself from 
the post-apocalyptic pack 
in its cinematic bravado. 
It’s a more inventively shot 


blockbuster than most, and 
rather than spend an hour 
on muddled exposition, it 
jumps right into the action. 
“A Western on wheels,” is 
what Miller likes to coll it; 
“Fury Rood” is essentially 
a relentless three-day car 
chase. 

It’s a deliberate approach 
by Miller, who cites the un¬ 
interrupted frenzy of Buster 
Keaton set pieces, early 
silent Westerns, Steven 
Spielberg’s “The Duel,” the 
chase classic “Bullitt” and 
the chariot race cf “Ben 
Flur” as inspirations. 

“The strategy an this film 
was to make it one long 
chase and see what you 
could learn about the 
characters, their relation¬ 
ships and the world on the 
run,” says Miller. “It relies 
an all the teals of cinema. I 
like to think we’ve made a 
movie movie.” 

Instead of relying on digital 
effects. Miller pushed his 
crew and stuntmen ta do 
as much as possible with¬ 
out the aid of CGI. That 
gives “Fury Road” a gritty 
realism often missing from 
action films, but also meant 
a lengthy, grueling pro¬ 
duction way back in 2012, 
fcllcwed by extensive re- 
shccts in late 2013. 

“It made far a techni¬ 
cally and logistically hard 
shaat,” says Theran, who re¬ 
mains dedicated to Miller. 
“This is so his world and this 
world has been inside him 
for so many years. This is his 
baby.” □ 


Cleveland museum returns 10th-century statue to Cambodia 


CLEVELAND (AP) — The 

Cleveland Museum af Art 
has returned a 10th-centu¬ 
ry statue ta Cambadia af¬ 
ter it uncovered evidence 
the sculpture was probably 
looted during the country’s 
civil war. 

The museum announced 
Monday that the statue of 
the Flindu monkey god of 
Flanuman was returned. 
The Plain Dealer reparts 
(http://bit.ly/lFlkFbd). 

The sculpture was dis¬ 
played canstantly at the 
museum since being ac¬ 
quired in 1982, and was a 
favorite among school chil¬ 
dren who imitate its kneel¬ 
ing pose during tours.

Museum officials faund last 
year that the statue’s head 
and bady were said sepa¬ 
rately in 1968 and 1972 dur¬ 
ing the Vietnam War and 
Cambadian civil war. An 
excavation showed the 
sculpture’s base matched 
a pedestal at an ancient 
temple. 

The Flanuman is the sixth 
“blood antiquity” returned 
to Cambodia in recent 
years. The Metrapolitan 
Museum of Art in New York 
returned two, and ane an¬ 
tique has been returned 
tram Sotheby’s auction 
house, Christie’s auction 
house and the Norton Si¬ 
mon Museum. 


The talks with Cambadian 
officials were “enormously 
cordial, and generous and 
farthcaming,” Museum Di¬ 
rector William Griswold said 
in an interview with the 
paper. “I’m very optimistic 
that the conversations we 
have begun will result in co¬ 
operation of various kinds, 
and we are continuing to 
explore those possibilities.” 
Griswold arrived in Phnom 
Penh on Sunday and is 
scheduled to sign docu¬ 
ments Tuesday with other 
officials including the ccun- 
try’s deputy prime minister, 
the museum said. 

The museum also said it 
entered an agreement 


with the National Museum 
af Cambodia to facilitate 
joint projects. 

The Cleveland Museum af 
Art gave 14 pieces of art 
ta Italy in 2009 and has re¬ 
ceived pressure from other 
countries to return art, in¬ 
cluding Greece and Tur¬ 
key. 

But the Flanuman’s return is 
not indicative that the mu¬ 
seum will return ether antiq¬ 
uities with known find sites, 
Griswold said. 

“Each situaticn is gcing tc 
be completely different, 
and the analysis is going to 
be different for each one,” 
he said. □ 
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
